lagged. 
Short, sharp questions and 
answers came with striking rapidity. 
W h ile the colloquies were at times 
emphatic there was no serious clash 
between Mr. Morgan anil Mr. Linter- 
my er. 


Frequent Battle of Wits. 


Mr. Morgan gave a ready response 
to questions, although there was often 
a battle of wits as to the meaning and 
effect of various financial conditions 
and operations. 
The question of 
competition and 
combination brought about a lively 
Interchange between the financier and 
Mr. Unterm yer, tho latter opening the 
tilt with the suggestion that Mr. Mor­ 
gan was opposed to competition. 
The witness denied this, but said 
that he “ favored co-operation,” add­ 
ing that he was in no way opposed to 
competition and in fact "liked a little 
competition.” 
"You 
and 
Mr. Raker 
(George

Caker) dominate the anthracite coal 
road situation, do you not?” asked Mr. 
Unterm yer, at one point in the ex­ 
amination. 
“ I do not think we did.” said Mr. 
Morgan.

Untermyer Becomes Sarcastic. 


“ This consolidation and amalgama­ 
tion of systems and industries and 
banks does not look to any concentra­ 
tion. does it? ” asked Mr. Unterm yer, 
with a smile. 
“ No. sir,” answered the witness. 
“ It is for the purpose of concentrat­ 
ing the interests that you do amalga­ 
mate, is it not?” 
“ If it is good business for the in­ 
terests of the country to do it I do 
it.” 
“ But, Mr. 
Morgan, is not a man 
likely,” asked the lawyer, "quite sub­ 
consciously, to imagine that things 
are for the interests of the country 
when they are good business?” 
“ No, sir.” 
“ You think that you are able to 
justly

differentiate,

cerned, just as clearly as though you 
had no interest at stake, do you?” con­ 
tinued Mr. Unterm yer.

The president elect made 
no comment. 
Tie announced also that he would 
meet W illiam Jennings Bryan for the 
first time since the election on Satur­ 
day or Sunday, either at Treniton or 
Princeton. 
The governor's day was concentrat­ 
ed for the most part on the corpora­ 
tion question. 
Repeated charges were 
made during the national campaign 
by both Colonel Roosevelt and Gov­ 
ernor Hiram Johnson that Mr. W ilson 
had failed to put into effect any legis­ 
lation curbing trusts that were char­ 
tered as Jerse y corporations. Though 
his opponent devoted many speeches 
to this argument Mr. W ilson never 
made a speech of reply. 
Once he tele 
graphed briefly to Senator O ’Gornian 
of New York, however, an answer 
that was made public, in which he 
declared that as the state legislature 
always had been Republican iii en 
or both branches he had been unable 
to put through his promised program 
of reform. 
He added also that evils 
complained of in connection with the 
trusts mostly concerned federal juris­ 
diction. 
The legislature now will be Demo­ 
cratic in both branches and the gov­ 
ernor started to work in earnest, call­ 
ing to his aid Edwin W alker, chan­ 
cellor of the state, and Judge Bennett 
Van Syckel, formerly of the state su­ 
preme court.

I Ml.'!, the torpedo boat 
steamed out of Charleston harbor to 
make an attack on th** United States 
frigate Ironsides. 


First Submerged Torpedo Boat. 
Tile little vessel w as practically tile 
first submerged torpedo iioat ever used 
in naval warfare. 
At 9:15 o’clock that 
night a small object was seen by a 
sentinel on the Ironsides and hailed. 
No answer was received, and the sen­ 
try tired. 
The ? ’lip almost immediate­ 
ly thereafter received a very severe 
blow from an explosion which threw a 
column of water upon the spur deck 
and into t lit* engine room. 
The object was afterward known to 
be a torpedo boat. shaped like a cigar. 
fifty feet long and five feet in diam 
eter, and so submerged that tile only 
portion visible was the coaming of lier 
hatch, two f(H*t above the w ater sur­ 
face. and a iiout ten feet in length. 
When the Little David exploded the 
torpedo she 
lay helpless under the 
quarter of the frpgato, lier fires quench­ 
ed by the volume of wafer caused by 
the explosion. 
Lieutenant Glassed ami 
the fireman. Jam es Sullivan, sw am off 
toward the Ironsides, which all the 
time was directing a heavy tire upon 
the torpedo boat. 


Returned to Disabled C raft. 
Lieutenant (Hassell hailed a schooner 
as he was drifting past and w as taken 
on board and was then made a prison 
cr by the northerners. 
The pilot. W al­ 
ter Cannon, remained in the Little Da­ 
vid. aud Engineer Tomb, donning a 
life preserver, leaped overboard, but 
swam back to tin* torpedo boat. 
There, in spite of tin* heavy fire of 
the enemy, In* rebuilt his fires enough 
to move the machinery and. eluding 
tin* Federal ships, took the vessel back 
to Charleston in safety. 
The marine guard and musketeers 
! on the spar deck of tin* Ironsides saw 
the small object as it was drifting 
along, and a severe fire w as kept up 
until it passed out of sight- 
T w o of 
the monitors came near, but tin* small 
object bail disappeared. 
Two boats 
wen* sent out from tin* Ironsides and 
made an unsuccessful search. 
Lieutenant Commander Tomb was 
born in .Missouri and entered the Naval 
academy iii 181*5. 
He was comm ission­ 
ed lieutenant commander in lb ll.

The prospect that the war In the 
Balkans would soon reach its end has 
been raising misgivings in European 
money markets as to the large amount 
of new government loans that will lie 
offered for underwriting as soon as 
possible after peace shall have been 
declared 
According to the Frankfur­ 
ter Zeifling, there will la* such a flood 
of new mans in a comparatively short 
time as the markets have probably 
never known before. 
Not only the 
belligerent states will have to put their 
finances again on a sound basis, but 
other countries are also preparing to 
Issue great international loans. 
Turkey already arranged for a part 
of its needs, but Its transactions were 
left incomplete pending the termina­ 
tion of the war iii Tripoli and the re 
suit of the present war. Of course the 
Porte will need large sums of money 
after the war to place Its military 
equipment again on a tolerable basis. 
It will undoubtedly be an active bidder 
for any moneys awaiting investment 
in west European countries. 
Then there will probably have to be 
a readjustment of the Turkisu public 
debt, the victorious Balkan states tak­ 
ing over the payment of the interest 
on a part of it or paying a lump sum to 
compensate Turkey for the loss of its 
European territory. 


Balkans as Borrowers. 
Bulgaria aud its allies will also need I 
money in large amounts, as their finan- 
I elal position lias been greatly weaken­ 
ed by the war. 
Before Its outbreak 
[ Bulgaria was negotiating with a group 
of French, English, German and A us 
j trian banks for a loan of $37,000,000, 
I and it received an advance of $5,000,- I 
OOO upon it. and it has Just borrowed 
I $S,OOO.UOO on 
per cent treasury 
j notes at Paris. 
The unfavorable terms attached to . 
this transaction are a sufficient indi­ 
cation of Bulgaria’s pressing need for

United States Q uarantine Affects Small 
Area of Production. 
The Christmas tree ban of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, which affect­ 
ed only the movement of Christmas 
trees across the quarantine lilies of the 
gypsy and brown tailed moth infested 
districts of New England, stirred up a 
hornets’ nest. 
To offset what the department re­ 
gards as a general misinterpretation* 
the federal horticultural board bas is­ 
sued notice that no restrictions what­ 
ever are placed on the movement of 
Christmas trees or greens cut outside 
the known gypsy moth infested terri­ 
tory. comparatively limited in area in 
New England, and that the quarantine 
order would interefere very little, lf at 
all. with tiffs business, as most of the 
rutting of Christmas trees and greens 
is done beyond the limits of the quar­ 
antined area. 
While Christmas trees and greens 
out within the infested area may not 
go into interstate traffic because of the 
impossibility of so inspecting the trees 
as to prevent their carrying possible 
infestation with gypsy moth eggs, this 
restriction docs not prevent the local 
movement of such trees within the 
quarantined district.
